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EDITORIAL 


The amended Race Relations Act came into existence with a flourish 
of trumpets as a big step forward and was hailed by the Race Relations 
industry as a significant and positive development. 

It was, we were told, a tremendous improvement upon the existing 
Act, because it was no longer necessary to prove intent. The amend- 
ment, it was claimed, would make it much more difficult for racist 
organisations to carry out their activities, and enable prosecutions 
to take place without the same restrictions in the old Act. 

To those responsible for formulating these changes, we can only 
say: ‘‘Go tell it to the Marines! Who do you think you are kidding?”’ 

There is no more political will to make sure this Act works, than 
there was previously. 

British Movement members Coles and Jones could hardly believe 
their good luck at the appallingly handled prosecution when their 
case was heard on July 24. 

Regretably this was not the first time that such a criticism has 
been levelled. We have recently referred to the Lewes case and the 
Relf affair, as two examples of similarly badly handled cases. 

The reality of the Coles and Jones case, where the most disgusting 
racist crudities were expressed by the accused (as incidentally in the 
Kingsley Reed case), is that racists now feel that they have almost 
carte-blanche to utter their racist taunts and derogative expressions. 

No wonder British Movement can cast caution to the wind and 
publish The Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion (see elsewhere 
in this issue) surely one of the most evil and offensive anti-Semitic 
documents ever produced. 

What we have recently seen will do little or nothing to enhance the 
faith of the various ethnic minority groups in the ability of the 
judicial process to combat racism. 

In the final analysis the acid test is not the number of statements 
or speeches those involved in the Race Relations make, but what 
they do. 

On that score, what we have in Britain today is hardly re-assuring. 


Phony Documents 


Searchlight has recently obtained evidence of a high level campaign 
by the NF, to try to discredit the documentation recently produced 
and which has proved so damaging to the Front. 

Documents purporting to be “genuine” and expressing internal 
grievances have been turning up in different parts of the country. In 
Nottingham for instance a document on local NF headed paper was 
pushed through the door of a local community newspaper, and 
seemingly gave some valuable internal information. But when some 
of the names were checked they were unknown and the telephone 
number turned out to belong to Plessey’s. 

World In Action journalists received a lengthy document claiming 
to be from a “group of ten NF members” who wanted to tell the 
“inside story’, but it was clearly a fake. 

The aim of the exercise would be to produce those fake documents 
should they be printed, and point out how and why they were 
false, in the hope that they would cast doubt on the very damaging 
documents already produced, and those still to be published.

THE LEAGUE OF ST. GEORGE 
_ Just a Cub? 


Although small in numbers the League of St. 
George has an important and specific role to 
play within the framework of the extreme right, 
membership cuts right across the various organi- 
sations and at its meetings and camps that fact is 
clearly reflected. 

The League was formed in 1974 when a number 
of leading members of Union Movement broke 
away following a period of criticism of its leader 
Jeffrey Hamm. Much of the dissatisfaction stemmed 
from the fact that the main work of the party 
seemed to centre around eulogising the writings of 
former leader Sir Oswold Mosely rather than 
involving themselves in the developing fascist 
movement of today. 

Keith Thompson was one of the key figures in 
the move to establish the League. In the 1960s he 
had shown the “right” kind of tendency when he 
placed a boxed advertisement in an American 
fascist paper: ‘Read all about the man the Jews 
love to hate — Oswold Mosley’, which made 
Mosley furious since he was at that time trying to 
deny that he had ever been anti-Semitic. 

One of the League’s main objectives is to foster 
the idea of European and international co-operation 
between neo-Nazi and racist organisations. This 
created a number of problems in the early days 
because the largest organisation in Britain on the 
fascist right was of course the National Front. 
Their policy of opposition to the Common Market 
and insistance on a narrow nationalist position 
conflicted with the League’s aims. 

For public consumption the National Front 
Front decided to proscribe the League of St. 
George, and in Spearhead October 1975 Martin 
Webster wrote an article denouncing the League. 

Yet despite this official statement by the Front, 
their members have continued to play an important 
and leading role in the activities of the League of 
St. George. Owen Masters, the National Front’s 
former parliamentary candidate for Gloucester and 
leading member in the West of England, was, 
as we have previously pointed out, the Inter- 
national Liason Officer of the League until recently, 
being responsible for the very important task of 
establishing contacts with Nazi organisations 
throughout the world. 

This was an indication that Front members were 
in reality participating in League activities, and it 
soon became clear that the NF had a public stance 
and a private one. At many League meetings, 
where leading Nazis from abroad were the guest 
speakers, Front members often formed the bulk 
of the audience. 


Further evidence of NF involvement can be 
found in the pages of the League’s journal, League 
Review. In recent months there have been a series 
of articles by Capt. McKillian, an NF prospective 
Parliamentary Candidate. Other NF contributors 
include James McIntyre and Winchelsea-Sheridan.

Although claiming not to be a political party but 
“a kind of club”’, the League does have a political 
programme that can be defined as follows: 


a. To spread National Socialist ideology. 

b. A European union of “Nationalists” (a polite 
term for Nazi or Fascist). 

c. International co-operation of all like minded 
organisations. 

d. Co-operation between all the fascist organisations 
in Britain. 

e. To act as an umbrella organisation servicing the 
fascist movement. 


They also fulfill another important role through 
their contacts with Column 88. In a sense they can 
be described as a half-way house from which 
Column 88 selects a number of its cadres. They 
certainly have the ideological basis to fulfill such a 
role, as the following extract from an article 
entitled Fascist! in the June edition of League 
Review clearly indicates: 


“It is of course, up to the inclinations of each individual 
to decide how much or how little he can agree with 
Hitler’s government, but let us get away from the old 
ways of seeing either nothing right or nothing wrong in 
Nazi Germany. 
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“This new approach should be accompanied by a 
three-pronged propaganda drive: to publicise the positive 
side of national socialism: to correct extravagent propa- 
ganda about the negative side of national socialism: and 
to publicise the negative policies of-other systems and 
peoples, so that ‘atrocity’ allegations against the Nazis 
will eventually be lost in a sea of commonplace, even if 
they cannot be discredited completely ... 

“|. After all, the rights and wrongs of events in a 
foreign country 40 years ago seem irrelevant to our 
present problems. Most of us are interested in no more 
than ensuring that a reasonably happy and secure future 
awaits future generations. However if in order to do 
that, it is necessary to ‘whitewash’ the Nazis or ‘rewrite’ 
history, then so be it.”’ 


Interestingly enough the decision to form the 
League of St. George was taken following discus- 
sions at the 1973 fascist rally at Diksmuide in 
Belgium and the following year the British contin- 
gent was formally represented by the League. 

By 1975 they were really in action and many of 
its leading members were at the main Hitler birthday 
party, along with members of Column 88, at 
Marlborough in Wiltshire. Later that year they 
started organising secret camps in Epping Forest 
where Nazis from Germany, Holland and Belgium 
were also present. 

That same year the President of the League 
of St. George, H. Grestock, a former leading 
Mosleyite, admitted that one of their leading 
members was a member of Column 88. 

Since the most important aspect of their work is 
that concerning international contacts and co- 
operation, it is not surprising that over the years, a 
stream of Nazis from various countries have 
entered Britain under the patronage of the League 
to address meetings, most of which take place in 
Kensington Library, though others have also been 
held in Merseyside, Manchester and Stoke.

Amongst those listed as the main speakers at a 
number of these meetings were: Roger Spinewijn 
of the Flemish Nazi movement VMO (Flemish 
Militant Order); Dr Edward Fields and J.B. Stonor 
leaders of the extreme racist National States Rights 
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Party, USA: Robert Boot, Nederland Volks Unie 
(which was so racist that the Dutch government 
recently banned them); Gerhard Lauck of the 
NSDAP-AO, the American Nazi Party, who was 
imprisoned in Germany for distributing Nazi and 
anti-Semitic material: Dr Manfred Roeder, leader 
of the Deutsche Burgerinitiative and one of Ger- 
many’s most ardent Nazis, who has gone into 
hiding after recently receiving a six months prison 
sentence: Jan Kruls, Chairman of the Nazi Northern 
League from Holland: David Duke, leader of a 
Ku Klux Klan faction and national socialist and 
Dr Warner of the KKK linked Christian Crusade 
Church. 

These are but a small representative selection of 
the speakers at League of St. George meetings, 
and it is interesting to note that on a number of 
occasions Home Secretary Rees was given advance 
notice of the arrival of these undesirable visitors 
to Britain. Despite his assurances that the appro- 
priate action would be taken at the point of 
entry, the immigration officials seem to have been 
singularly ineffective. 

The extent of the League’s international contacts 
is also revealed through the activities of the Inter- 
national Liason Officer, and in particular his 
‘Overseas News’ column in the League Review. 

The following is a list of just a few of the Nazi 
or extreme right contacts that have appeared in 
that column.

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Many of the organisations mentioned in this list 
of contacts vary considerably in terms of size and 
importance, but all without exception are dedicated 
to the same ends: the establishment of a state 
based on racial-nationalism. 

Not surprising then, that in League Review, 
there is a great deal of space devoted to articles 
with a ‘Volkische’ tendency. There is a regular 
feature called ‘Folkways’ and articles such as: 
‘St. George in British Legend’, ‘Of the Aryan Soul’, 
‘Indo-Aryan Origins’, appear regularly. All the stuff 
from which good Nazis are made! 

The League of St. George may claim to be ‘just a 
club’, but it is a club with a difference. Small, 
dedicated and with extensive contacts, they, like 
British Movement, have a specific role to play 


within the framework of the fascist movement. It 
is impossible to make an accurate analysis of 
fascism in Britain today without understanding the 
interlocking role of the various component parts. 

The National Front, British Movement, League 
of St. George, and Column 88, all fulfill various 
functions in line with the strategic concepts drawn 
up at a series of meetings of National Socialists in 
the 1960s. 

No wonder that when League members were at 
the International Fascist rally at Diksmuide in 
Belgium on July 1, they found no difficulty in 
joining other Nazis at the Menin Gate (Hill 60), 
Ypres, and in a ceremony near the war memorial 
joining in the shouts of ‘‘Seig Heil!”

The editorial of July’s Searchlight has this to say of 
the recent ARAFCC Conference: 


ce 


. .. the failure of the conference .. . to develop the 
national co-ordination of the ...committees...wasa 
serious setback. Certainly those responsible (certain 
women, Gay and Left groups) must bear a heavy respon- 
sibility. They sought continuously to confuse issues and 
saw the question of ‘sexism’ as one of the dominant 
themes of the conference. 

“The trade unionists, Black and Asian organisations 
present were clearly upset and disconcerted by these 
tactics . . . This is not the first time such a situation has 
arisen . . . and it calls for a much stricter definition of 
who has a right to attend such a conference.” 


We disagree with all such analyses of the near 
breakdown of the Trent Park conference. We do 
not believe that it is possible to bring a straight 
counterposition between those wishing to bring 
sexual politics into the anti-fascist movement and 
trade unionists and blacks in the movement. Both 
our delegates to the conference were male trade 
unionists and both supported the alternative 
agenda. They found that many trade unionists 
they spoke to either recognised the importance 
of sexual politics in the fight against fascism, or 
were open to debate on this issue. Many of the 
gays and feminists at the conference are themselves 
active trade unionists. 

To take organisational measures to exclude these 
groups from future conferences (as Searchlight 
proposes) would be counterproductive and hiding 
the real weakness of the conference in the name of 
a brand of trade unionism which is in many cases 
rather more fiction that reality in our movement.

Having read the Searchlight Editorial (July, 1978, 
No.37) Leamington WARF find themselves in a 
difficult position in the fight against racism and 
fascism. When we formed we agreed to support 
the broad aims of the local Anti Racist Anti 
Fascist Committee (LARAFC) while recognising 
the need to organise and work autonomously. We 
sent delegates to the CARF conference and sought 
to clarify our relationship to the CARF movement 
by sending delegates to the Region. 

It is a grossly unjust simplication to suggest, as 
the Editorial does, that WARF and gay groups 
“sought to confuse issues” raised at the conference. 
As for the question of sexism, it would be more 
true to say that such groups see a relationship 
between sexism and fascism which needs to be 
discussed in an appropriate structure, not an -over- 
riding theme to displace all others in the anti- 
fascist struggle. 

Finally, these conflicts will not be resolved by 
calling for “a much stricter definition of who has 
a right to attend such a conference’. A more long 
term solution would be to provide the opportunity 
for WARF, gay and black groups to have full 
representation at the regional and the national 
level, with a view to building a united Anti Racist 
Anti Fascist Movement.

Dear Martin, 


In the aftermath of Saturday's Directorate meeting I have a 
few thoughts which I would like to put on paper to you in the hope 
that they will help our problems. 


You were at pains at the meeting to point out to the Director- 
ate (quite rightly) that the National Front is now under a pressure 
from all sides the like of which we have never felt before and that 
it is imperative that we adjust ourselves to cope with this press- 
ure. 


Opinions will of course vary amongst us as to what are the most 
important priorities in this adjustment and we will also disagree 
in the extent to which we can actually do greatly more than we are 
already doing. 


Some slighting references were made to the principle of 'plodd- 
ing on' but unless we achieve this first aim of steeling ourselves 
to do just that and not to wither and disintegrate unaer fire we 
will be in no position to exploit the possibilities of new initia- 
tives in the way of counter-attack of the kind you s0 eloquently 
called for. 


It seems to me that the greatest achievement which our eneny 
can at present hope for - and the main one which in fact he aims for - 
is to get our leadership rattled, demoralised and in a state of 
mutual recrimination towards one another for our problems. We are 
doing him a service for which he will be eternally grateful if we 
oblige him in this regard. 


I myself do not by any means have a closed mind as to new 
initiatives in the way of counter-attack, and some useful suggestions 
in this field did come out of the meeting. 


However, I feel that our first priority is to get done the 
work which we already know we have to do and to get it done in the 
time available to us (which in the event of an October poll is not 
great). 


I therefore set rather less store on conferences after confer- 
ences to explore new initiatives than I do on the task of prepar- 
ing ourselves organisationaliy to meet the programme that we already 
have. This means a minimum of talk and a maximum of action - much 
of it dull, routine, ‘plodding’ action. 


In such action I consider it imperative as never before that 
there are smooth working and personal relations between the lead- 
ing executives of the party on whom everyone depends to see that 
preparations for the battle proceed efficiently. 


In consideration of this and of the principle referred to 


p.t.o. 
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earlier that we should not oblige our enemy by allowing the iF 
leadership to become demoralised and rattled, I propose tw you 
that ycu and I set an example as of now by ending this absurd and 
destructive feud which has poisoned relations between us over the 
last year or s0, which has hampered liaison and therefore running 
efficiency in the party and which has distressed and perplexed 
our colleagues. 


I just cannot see how the morale which we all acknowleuge 
it so important to maintain in the party can be maintained when 
morale among the Directorate itself is less than what it should 
be. It is up to you and me as two of the leading members of the 
Directorate to do all we can to maintain morale on the Director- 
ate and the first step we can take in this direction is to maxe 
a real effort to build some much wanted harmony between the two 
of us. I am willing to make this effort; I hope you are. 


The subject of Charles Parker has in my opinion occupied a 
totally unnecessary amount of time on the Directorate over recent 
months - at the expense of much more urgent business and with the 
result of much unwanted rancour. I hope that this bone of con- 
tention can now be dispensed with once and for all. 


The issue is not a one-sided one, and I have never attempted 
to pretend that it is. It is necessary that on both sides the 
potentially disruptive element in the situation involving him ané 
m@ is avoiced. You can rest assured that, to whatever extent 
Charles Parker is responsible for the indiscretions attributed 
to him, I shall do all in my power to discourage him from such 
indiscretions in the future. On the other hand I ask that you 
on your part appreciate the delicacy of this situation and the 
destructive effect it can have on the smooth functioning of iae 
Directorate if it is allowed continually to dominate Directorate 
business. 


Having said this, I would conclude that we should not over- 
estimate the role of Charles Parker in the creation of the ill 
will that seems to have grown between us in the last year or so. 
It is only a part of a much wider and deeper rift and sometimes 
seems to me more of a pretext than a reason for our quarrels. 


liaturally, your and my degrees of blame for these quarrels 
are bound to be something over which we will never agree, and I 
see no point now in arguing it. Suffice it to say that I do not 
claim to be blameless and I promise you that I shall make a greater 
effont to understand your point of view than in the past. 


I will just say finally that. this movement and its Directorate 
is strongly conscious of how much it needs both of us. Our debt 
of loyalty to those who have been loyal to us requires that we 
make greater efforts than we might make if we were just two priv- 
ate individuals to achieve harmony. We just do not have the rignt 
to do otherwise. 


May I therefore call for a truce by offering to you the hand 
of friendship and saying that such is the enormous contribdution 
that your talents and qualities have made towards the success of 
this movement to date this friendship is something I would for 
ever regret to see destroyed.

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The Nordiska Rikspartiet (NRP) is a long estabiished 
Swedish Nazi Party, led by Goran Gredsson and 
affiliated to the World Union of National Socialists. 
During the 1960s they had contacts with Colin 
Jordan’s National Socialist Movement and were 
also represented at the European Nazi conference 
(the Nordic European Ring) that took place at 
Narford, the estate belonging to Andrew Fountaine 
(now vice chairman of the NF), in 1961. 

With that pedigree they will obviously have little 
difficulty in recognising their fellow Nazis in other 
countries. Not surprising then that in an article in 
the NRP party bulletin (issue 1 — 1978) they pay 
tribute to the activities of their British counterparts 
— the National Front. 


The article, ‘National Socialism on the March’, 
describes the NF as “‘the NRPs brother party in 
England’’, and repeatedly spells out its admiration 
for their devotion to the cause of Nazism. 


“There were ‘Nationalists’ here in this country (Sweden) 
who, in their respective sects, expressed loudly “Strict 
Condemndation” of ‘‘Nazis both in England and else- 
where’”’ and looked down their noses at them as ghosts 
from the past. 

“EXACTLY THE SAME SECTS TODAY COMPETE 
TO PROCLAIM THEMSELVES TO BE BROTHERS 
WITH THE NATIONAL FRONT! Such tactics may 
possibly deceive a few people in Sweden, but not the 
fighters of the National Front. 

‘“«. . Our mass media have shed many tears over the 
successes of the NF in English elections, and have 
repeatedly questioned how ‘Nazism can conquer in a 
country which defeated Nazi Germany’. (Aftonbladet 
20 April 1977). We put a large question mark against the 
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claim that it was England’s victory. Neither England or 
France defeated Nazi Germany. That doubtful honour 
went to the Soviet Union and the USA. If Germany had 
been able to take them on one at a time, first the Soviet 
Union and then the Allied West, then victory would have 
been German ‘as certain as amen in church’. 

“|. The NF states clearly that the reason for the 
decline of England is immigrants, who are blamed for 
the increasing poverty and unemployment in the GB. In 
their election manifestos they show racial philosophy 
research results about differences between skulls of 
Negros and whites etc, and they demonstrate that all left 
radicals of Jewish origin try to hide their own names 
with new ones, and that everyone is craving for an end 
to the ‘Jewish banking system with Jewish financiers’. 

“The NF also declares firmly that Winston Churchill 
was a traitor who supplied the Soviet Union with 


weapons when Germany was just in the position to be 
able to crush communism. 

“The NF leader John Tyndall openly declares that 
Mein Kampf is his doctrine and the NF’s guiding light. 

** . . We would like to see that when our comrades 
plan journeys to foreign countries, more will go to 
England for example, to see the NF’s activities and work. 
Then onto make a pilgrimage to Nuremberg, Munich etc, 
to breathe nostalgia. Surely this is an experience and a 
true goal in life. But for the fight of today you have to 
accept the circumstances of today. This we can learn 
from the successes of the NF, and it is only with success 
that we can honour the past and bring it toward the 
future.” 


With NF local activists busily trying to encounter 
the growing volume of evidence of the Front’s 
commitment to Nazi ideology, this latest eulogy 
to their dedication from the Swedish Nazi move- 
ment will hardly been seen as the friendly gesture 
it was supposed to be. 


British 
Movement 
Publish Edition 


of Protocols 


British Movement have recently published a new 
British edition of the crude and notorious anti- 
Semitic forgery, originating in Czarist Russia, 
The Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion. 

The front cover shows a globe encircled by a 
snake which has the characatured head of a Jew 
and could well have come straight from the pages 
of the Der Sturmer, the pre-war German anti- 
Semitic paper edited by Julias Streicher who was 
executed at Nuremberg. 

It is little wonder that the British Movement 
have decided to go ahead and print this infamous 
document, recent court cases against racists and 
the comments of “learned” judges must have given 
them the green light. 

That such a document can be published in 
Britain in 1978 is a disgrace, but it reflects the 
reality of our pathetic and weak legislation against 
racial discrimination. 


Ouch! 


Two actors without a sense of geography were so 
keyed up by the very sound of John Tyndall’s 
name that when they found out that there was a 
John Tyndall running a glazier’s shop in Harrogate, 
they decided to engage in a form of action that 
would bring some national newspaper coverage. 

They in fact broke his shop window. 

In a statement to the police after the deed was 
done, one of the defendants, David George said: 
“Aside from his innocent putty-wielding, he is a 
most prominent member of the National Front. He 
is a self confessed Nazi and has been photographed 
wearing Nazi uniform’’. 

Alas for David George and Timothy Heape this 
Mr Tyndall was in fact ‘“‘an innocent putty-wielder’’ 
and they had got the wrong man.

NF Member Held 


on Explosives 
Charge 


On August 9 a member of the Exeter NF, James 
Tresney, was arrested following a swoop on his 
home by members of the bomb squad. 

He was subsequently charged with being in 
possession of an offensive weapon (a double- 
bladed commando knife) and explosive substances 
including sodium chlorate, sulphuric acid, a battery 
and flash cubes. 

During the court hearing the prosecution asked 
for Tresney’s address to be withheld and claimed 
that he would be “in danger from anti-Front 
extremists” if given bail. 

He was duly remanded in custody by the magi- 
strate who asked for his address not to be divulged. 

Tresney is not only keen on commando knives 
and explosives however, but seems a man keen to 
impart knowledge to others. 

He just happens to be employed in the edu- 
cational department of Exeter Prison, and in 
view of the National Front’s strenuous efforts to 
infiltrate the Prison services, that fact should be a 
matter of grave concern.

NF and British Movement Host Lady Birwood 


A member of the Conservative Party, the Dowager 
Lady Jane Birdwood, was the guest speaker at a 
private ‘invitation only’ meeting of Nazi sym- 
pathisers, at Birmingham’s Imperial Hotel on 
Saturday August 5. 

On this occasion she was somewhat djsappointed 
and infuriated when just as the meeting was about 
to get under way, the manager, acting on a tip- 
off, ordered them out of the hotel. About 20 
of those attending held an inpromptu protest 
demonstration. 

This is not the first time she has involved herself 
quite openly with such elements. On April 24 
1976, she was co-organiser of a rally in Trafalgar 
Square and shared the platform with a number of 
the leaders of various Nazi groups, and some of 
those guarding the platform had been involved in 
secret para-military camps. (Searchlight May & 
June 1976). 

The Imperial Hotel meeting was organised by 
the open Nazi organisation, British Movement and 
the room booked by Peter Marriner, under the 
assumed name ‘The Society for European History’. 


In addition to the presence of Lady Birdwood, there 


were a number of National Front members. 

In the last issue of Searchlight we reported 
the activities of Harvey Stock, the Birmingham 
National Front press officer, who had advertised 
the sale of KKK cassettes in League Review. 

In a statement to the Birmingham Post on 
August 7 Martin Webster, the National Front’s 
National Activities Organiser, claimed that as a 
consequence of Stock’s advertisement Stock was 
being removed from office and would no longer 
be a party candidate. 

“The decision was taken that there were no 
grounds to expel Mr Stock from the party. But his 
decision to advertise and sell these tapes was not 
political commonsense and it was decided to 
remove him from office. 

“We made it clear some months ago that we 
regarded associating in any way with the Ku Klux 
Klan as undesirable. As a result he is now barred 
from holding office or becoming a party candidate 
in an election.” 

Harvey Stock has not only “undesirably asso- 
ciated” with the Klan, but is a dedicated National 
Socialist, a fact not exactly unknown in the Front.

Webster’s statement was obviously of little or no 
concern to Stock since he immediately threw down 
the gauntlet by attending the Imperial Hotel 
meeting. 

In fact Webster apparently has something of a 
rebellion on his hands in the Birmingham area, a 
fact quite evident from the number of NF members 
who were at the meeting and further compounded 
by a number of them holding dual membership 
with British Movement. 

One of the most interesting NF participants 
Searchlight managed to photograph was the trench 
coated, jack booted Herr Mullamann, a member of 
the Kings Norton branch and according to his 
associates a former member of the SS. 

Other NF members attending included Rod 
Roberts, Chris Cox, Fred Allsop, Bill Holliday, 
and Eichman. 

The question this little gathering poses is — who 


_ really runs the Birmingham National Front? 


Is it Tyndall and Webster or is it McLaughlan 
and Marriner of British Movement? 

Can Webster really take action against any of 
those attending this Nazi get-together without 
finally crippling the trouble smitten Birmingham 
branch? 

It is not only the NF that have a problem 
however. The Conservative Party cannot keep 
turning a blind eye to the continued involvement 
of Lady Birdwood with the international, as well 
as the British, fascist movements. 

Even la "Thatcher, with her ambiguous policy on 
racism and immigration, can hardly condone the 
antics of the Dowager — or can she?

PAPERS SAY 


The National Front’s journal Spearhead is one of 
many Fascist periodicals from around the world 
who are joining in the campaign to rehabilitate 
the regime of Adolf Hitler and to rewrite the 
history of the Nazi Party. 

The last four editions of Spearhead, for example, 
have joined in the world-wide anti-Semitic chorus 
which seeks to deny the existence of the Nazi 
death camps. The latest manifestation of this 
obscene campaign is a little article in the latest 
(July) Spearhead, unambiguously headlined ‘‘Holo- 
caust Swindle’’. More significant (as a new tack) is 
the following paragraph from the editorial column: 


“Opponents of the German Nazis always claimed that 
the latter started the fire in their own Reichstag in 
order to discredit the opposition and justify draconian 
measures against it.” 


Now, serious students of Spearheadspeak will 
not find it hard to effect a speedy translation of 
the above harmless-sounding sentence. The strange 
language of the NF journal (perhaps better described 
as Verrallsprak) relies on judicious use of inverted 
commas (as in phrases like ‘Nazi ‘atrocities’’’), 
inserted pejoratives (as in “Germany’s so-called 
war crimes’’), and, as in this instance, the liberal 
use of words like ‘“‘alleged’’ and ‘“‘claimed’’. The 
purpose of all these literary devices is to under- 
mine historical truth under the guise of academic 
objectivity. 

Experience shows that an historical incident 
given this treatment (one might say “a Verrall- 
sprakevent”’) is liable to return two or three 
Spearheads later in a much less ambiguous form. 
After all, the “‘six-million-didn’t-die”’’ slander began 
its Spearhead life quietly, with the odd inverted- 
comma surrounding the word ‘“extermination’’. 
Place your bets, ladies and gentlemen, on a full- 
length Spearhead article arguing that the Nazis 
didn’t burn down the Reichstag, well before 
Martinmass. 


Honest Joe Searchlight will not be even opening 
a book on a revival of another noted Nazi ploy: 
the suggestion that the Nuremberg trials were 
rigged. This is because Honest Joe does not take 
bets on certs, and cert it is, partly because of the 
following story from the July edition of the 
British Movement journal British Patriot. 


‘‘At last, we have the first edition of the English-language 
translation of a book that we’ve been waiting three years 
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for. This is Historical Fact No.2 Nuremberg and other 
War Crimes Trials by Richard Harwood, the author of 
Did Six Million Really Die which is now a world-wide 
bestseller. 

“The Nuremberg Trials is likely to be just as big 
a seller. It is the most devastating exposure of the 
Nuremberg Farce, or, if you like, TRIAL BY JEWRY 
that has ever emerged and this will really bring the 
screams from the Chosen People and their many goy 
followers who participated in the biggest Kangaroo Trial 
ever held outside of the Communist world.” 


Later, we are told that the new Harwood pamph- 
let tells of “tortures to extract confessions, charging 
people with laws that never existed and then 
hanging them for them, double-standards etc’’ and 
informs us that “you need your asbestos gloves on 
to read it”’. 

And why, the gentle reader might enquire, do 
we consider that Spearhead will take up the 
cudgels on behalf of the Nuremberg defendants 
(men of unimpeachable integrity like Hess and 
Goering)? Well, the reason is, of course, that 
Richard Harwood, the author of the new pamphlet 
as well as of the old, is none other than Richard 
Verrall, editor of the NF’s Spearhead. 


* * * 


The Nuremberg Trial is not the only war-related 
topic upon which the British Movement is keen to 
pontificate. The same July edition contains a 
belated ‘“‘Yuletide Message” from one Waffen-SS 
Major Walter Reder, still justly imprisoned in 
Italy. In the same edition, there is a long article on 
the Holocaust itself, under the headline ‘““Germany 
— the Milch Cow’’, which refers to the extermi- 
nation programme as a “‘monstrous lie’’, and states 
that: ““Germany, for the Jews, is currently the 
goose that lays the golden eggs and as is the way 
with Jews, they don’t know when to stop... 
live now, pay later, and pay they will”’. 

The June edition was not silent on the theme 
either, although this time it concentrated on 
attacking the American television programme 
Holocaust. This programme has been exhaustively 
and obsessively attacked — predictably — by the 
Thunderbolt, the fiercely anti-Semitic and pro- 
Nazi paper of the Georgia-based National States 
Rights Party (typical front page headlines: ‘“‘‘Holo- 
caust’ TV onslaught a Pack of Lies’ and ‘“‘Holo- 
caust’ — Assault on ALL Christians’’). 

But, like Spearhead and British Patriot, the 
Thunderbolt is not only concerned with the 
Holocaust. In its May edition, it has an article 
under the heading ““‘The Real Holocaust — the 
Bombing of Hamburg’. This article is not par- 
ticularly interesting in itself. What is interesting 
is that its author is none other than Michael 
McLaughlin, the leader of the British Movement 
and editor of British Patriot. 


* * * 


Herr McLaughlin’s solidarity with his American 


Racial-Comrades does not, sadly, extend to his co- 
racialists in the National Front. The June British 
Patriot carries a letter from a former chairman of 
the NF in Lewisham explaining that he is joining 
the British Movement because he is “totally dis- 
illusioned with my present political affiliation and 
have come to believe that the Front is no longer 
hard-line’. And in the July edition is the following 
attack on the NF contingent at the annual Fascist 
reunion at Diksmuide in Belgium (which provides 
yet more confirmation that the NF — who deny 
going to Diksmuide — were in attendance): 
“The only unpleasantness this year was the behaviour of 
some National Front members who were it seemed 
disguised as rather tatty Socialist Worker Party represen- 
tatives, beards, long-hair and all. They made their 
presence known early by fighting among themselves on 
the Friday evening in the course of which at least one 
Belgian shop window was smashed. When the (British) 
Movement’s Chairman and aides arrived which included 
our lady secretary, the Front’s members, spreadeagled 
drunkenly across sidewalk tables started ‘singing’: ‘Fuck 
them all, etc etc’. The Movement is well used to such 
behaviour from some Front members but other Euro- 
peans were obviously disgusted by this display of filth, 
rudeness and boorish bad manners. We learned later that 
at least one of those responsible was none other than a 
leading member of Mr Tyndall’s so-called ‘Honour 
Guard’. Some honour we’re sure.”’ 


When thieves fall out...

The above-mentioned June letters’ column contains 
just one other letter: an affecting epistle from one 
Eric Rainham of L,pool which complains about 
class discrimination in British society. Tears well 
up in the eyes as one reads of the different toilets 
in the factory where Mr Rainham works (‘‘male”’ 
and “female” for the workers, “‘ladies’’ and ‘‘gentle- 
men’’ for the nobs). Further, one can hardly 
contain ones’ fury at the patronising attitude of a 
posh public house attendant towards Mr Rainham 
when he requests his humble pint of bitter in his 
broad Scouse accent. 

All of which would be even more affecting were 
it not for another piece in British Patriot, which 
describes the Movement’s attitude to the working- 
class in much less sympathetic terms. Here, they 
are described as “‘the unthinking herd, the masses 
of the working class who generally speaking are 
of a slave-mentality; who care only for their work 
because it provides their daily bread and pint’’. 

It appears that Mr Rainham is in the wrong 
organisation. 


* * * 


The rampant sexism of the British Fascist Right is 
becoming increasingly obvious. The cover of the 
June British Patriot sums up the British Movement’s 
view of women (and indeed of men) on its cover: a 
might Aryan fighter smashes his manly fist on a 
hammer and sickle while, in the background, his 
grateful wife, clutching her baby and her (male) 


toddler, looks on in gratitude and admiration. The 
July Spearhead, too, makes no secret of its views 
of Sexual Liberation. On the backpage it reprints a 
section of the notorious January 1977 article in 
which Richard Verrall described abortion as ‘‘state 
sponsored genocide’”’ and went on to say that ‘‘we 
would wish to see a society that respected and 
cherished the feminine role as principally one of 
wife, mother and home-maker’’. 

Elsewhere in Spearhead, we have reference to 
abortion (“to which as decent people we are 
opposed”’) and an editorial on Trade Unions 
refusing to use premises which have banned the 
Campaign for Homosexual Equality. The conclusion 
that Spearhead draws is as follows: “‘Rights for 
homosexuals but not for patriots — such, it appears, 
is the spirit of the times in which we live”’. 

Two other editorials throw interesting light on 
the NF’s cultural world-view. One argues for 
political indoctrination of racialist ideas in schools, 
demanding that “children in schools should be 
imbued with national loyalties — as opposed to 
international loyalties, with a sense of loyalty to 
the British racial community over and above 
loyalty to all mankind” (our emphasis). 

The other interesting editorial, referring to the 
public flogging of two Britons in Saudi Arabia, 
argues for “‘such a practice being applied to muggers, 
rapists and football hooligans’”’. 

Which is all most fascinating. Because was it not 
Martin Webster, Contributing Editor of Spearhead, 
who said last year that there were things one could 
do with a football hooligan? 

Like flogging them in public?

Elsewhere in Spearhead is an amusing photograph 
of the new local headquarters of the Nottingham 
NF branch. What is droll about it is that the HQ is 
proudly named “Albion House” (a legend painted 
in suitably Teutonic script), which just happens to 
have been the name of the headquarters of John 
Tyndall’s Greater Britain Movement back in 1964. 

Indeed, the first ever Spearhead advertised the 
then Albion House as the place “where the elite 
meets’. It was this Spearhead, of course, which 
announced that the new journal adhered “without 
fear and without compromise to every essential 
tenet of the National-Socialist creed’’. 

Plus ca change. 

And plus ca change, also, for Andrew Fountaine, 
NF Deputy Chairman, who has an article in Spear- 
head entitled “The National Front: Birth of an 
Idea’’. The article in fact is a transcript of a speech 
the wealthy landowner made in 1952. Strangely 
however, despite the fact that Spearhead clearly 
regards Mr Fountaine’s views as not having changed, 
the laudatory preamble does not mention that 
eight years after his 1952 speech, Mr Fountaine 
founded an organisation, the British National Party, 
which aimed to create ‘“‘a Racial Nationalist folk- 
state . . . embodied in the creed of National- 
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Socialism and uniquely implemented by Adolf 
Hitler’. 

Spearhead’s selective view of history does not 
end here, however. For the blurb that heads an 
article by one Revilo Oliver, an American gentle- 
man, mentions that Dr Oliver is ‘‘a scholar of 
international distinction”’ who has “‘written articles 
in four languages for the most prestigious academic 


publications in the United States”. What it omits 
to mention, however, is that Revilo was a member 
of the ultra-right John Birch society from its 
foundation in 1958 until he was slung out in 1966 
for saying that ‘if all the Jews were vapourized at 
dawn tomorrow, we should have nothing more to 
worry about”’. 
What odd company Spearhead does keep. 


MEDIA CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED 


“No Plugs for Nazi Thugs’ 


The National Front are planning to stand over 300 
candidates at the next General Election purely to 
gain free publicity, according to the June/July NF 
members’ bulletin. The NF plan to run ‘the 
maximum number of candidates possible’, and 
are not bothered about the “quality” of their 
candidates, because they know that the more 
candidates they put up, the more publicity they’ll 
get. 

The revelations of this members’ bulletin will be 
one of the key points in a campaign (mounted 
jointly by the Campaign Against Racism in the 
Media and the Anti-Nazi League) to prevent the 
NF using the next general election as a platform 
for racist incitement. The key passage in the NF 
Bulletin is as follows: 


‘‘The most important target of all is for all officials 
and units to promote the MAXIMUM NUMBER OF 
CANDIDATES POSSIBLE. Quantity must override 
considerations of quality. Two ‘No.2’ campaigns will be 
more beneficial than one ‘No.1’ campaign. 

‘The reason for this strategy is that quite apart from 
Party Political Broadcasts, the radio and TV Broadcasting 
Media, national and regional and local, are obliged to 
include representation from parties who have above a 
certain percentage of candidates nominated within their 
transmission area in programmes dealing with election 
matters. 

“The more candidates we have up, the more times 
NF spokesmen will be seen or heard on TV and radio.”’ 


The NF are right — in that the Representation of 
the People Act does require broadcasting companies 
to give all candidates in an “electoral area’’ access 
to broadcasting time. However, the Act does not 
stop other candidates refusing to appear (in which 
case the feature or current affairs programme 
would not take place). Nor does the act affect 
national coverage of the Parties. Nor, most im- 
portantly of all, does the Act require that the NF 
be given a Party Political Broadcast. The present 
arrangement, whereby parties that put up more 
than 50 candidates but who have no Parliamentary 
seats are granted five minutes on television and 
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radio, are merely the result of an agreement 
between the Parties. The NF have no legal right to 
any Party Political Broadcasts at all. 

Furthermore, the BBC is bound by the Race 
Relations Act not to broadcast material that 
incites racial hatred. The Act under which the 
Independent Companies operators goes further: 
the ITV companies are specifically prevented from 
inciting or encouraging violence (as well as being 
responsible for not breaking other laws, including 
the Race Relations Act). 

Because of these facts, the joint CARM/ANL 
campaign are making five demands: first, that the 
NF are not granted Party Political Broadcast time; 
second, that they should receive no uncritical 
national coverage of their statements and activities; 
third, that full support should be given to candi- 
dates who refuse to appear with the Front; fourth, 
that support should be given to any technicians 
or journalists who refuse to advertise the Front; 
and, finally, that the Broadcasting Unions should 
instruct their members not to work on Front Party 
Politicals or uncritical programme coverage of the 
Front. 

A special campaign leaflet and badges with the 
slogan ‘‘No Plugs for Nazi Thugs’’ are being pro- 
duced. The campaign will be launched at a meeting 
on 31st August at the Edinburgh Television Festival. 

Other events in the campaign include a Public 
Meeting, to be held at the Friends’ House, Euston 
Road, London (opposite Euston mainline station) 
at 7.00 on Tuesday 12 September. Speakers at 
the meeting will included This Week reporter 
Jonathan Dimbleby, Tom Litterick MP, TV play- 
wright David Edgar and Peter Hain of the ANL. 

Two days later, on 14 September, there will be a 
national Day of Action to put pressure on the 
broadcasting companies not to help advertise the 
Front. This will culminate in a picket of BBC 
Broadcasting House, Portland Place (nearest 
tube Oxford Circus) between 4.30 and 6.30 p.m.

David Irving — Past and Present 
A Review of the War Path: Hitler’s Germany 1933-39 


In recent weeks we have again witnessed the sight 
of serious historians carefully and favourably 
reviewing a book by David Irving. For instance 
A.J.P. Taylor, reviewing The War Path: Hitler's 
Germany 1933-39 (Michael Joseph £7.50), praises 
Irving as a “patient researcher of unrivalled industry 
and success”’. 

In the Sunday Times, Michael Howard referred 
to “the very considerable merits of the work as 
a whole”’. 

Irving’s new book ends where his previous book 
Hitler’s War started. Hitler’s War was the book 
which claimed that Hitler did not order the ex- 
termination of the Jews. Irving continues his 
whitewashing of Hitler with this new volume. 

Irving’s mission is to tell us that the conventional 
picture of Hitler is all wrong. Far from being a 
monstrous dictator, whose inhumane deeds defy 
description, Irving presents Hitler as a benevolent 
and popular statesman, with a cultured interest in 
the arts. 

The book is amply illustrated with photographs 
of Hitler in his ‘man of destiny’ pose, as well of 
Hitler, everybody’s favourite uncle, patting dogs 
and delighting little children. 

The text is just as deceptive as the illustrations. 
It is nothing less than a celebration of the Fihrer. 
According to Irving, Hitler’s achievements were 
immense: 


“He restored Germany’s psychological unity; on this 
stable foundation he rebuilt her economic strength... . 
Hitler’s resilience in power after 1933 was founded on 
having kept his promises. He abolished the class war of 
the nineteenth century . . . He created a Germany of 
equal opportunity for manual and intellectual workers, 
for rich and poor.” 


Not only this. Irving’s hero “restored national 
confidence in the future . . . The workers were no 
longer social outcasts. All cancerous symptoms 
of industrial unrest — strikes, absenteeism, ma- 
lingering — became phantoms of the past”’. 

In Irving’s eyes, Hitler’s vast popularity rested 
on the support of the working-class who “‘gave him 
— in the majority — their unconditional support 
to the end”’. 

Irving conveniently forgets the widespread 
disillusion at the end of the Third Reich, as depicted 
in the Goebbels diaries. Also he overlooks all the 
recent sociological studies which have firmly 
located the bulk of Nazi support in the lower- 
middle-class. 

But never mind. Let’s continue with the Irving 
version of history. 

No doubt, you thought Hitler destroyed the 
trades unions of Germany. But Irving will tell you 
this is wrong. Hitler, the friend of the working 
man, created in the DAF (the German Labour 


Front) “the biggest trade union in the world and 
one of the most successful’’. Irving writes glowingly 
of the “unparalleled expression of the German 
workers’ confidence in the DAF”’. 

Perhaps someone is going to interject at this 
point that they remember something about wor- 
king-class opposition to fascism. But Irving is ready 
with his answer. He briefly mentions that only 
six million workers refused to join the DAF 
voluntarily. Irving is of course a dab hand at 
dismissing six million people (n.b. Irving’s throw- 
away remark in the preface that concern over 
Hitler’s attitude towards the Jews takes attention 
away from “far more serious questions’). 

The odd six million here and the odd six million 
there are insufficient to deflect Irving from his 
conclusion. Hitler was: 


“a dictator by consent; an assassin would neither be 
forgiven nor understood. This monolothic solidarity 
of Fiihrer and Volk persisted right to his end.” 


As can be expected, Irving has ready-made 
excuses for all criticisms of Hitler. You can learn 
on page 25 that the concentration camps “were 
indispensable for political education” and also 
for curing alcoholism. And when Irving writes of 
“the most draconian and punitive methods, of 
mass trials, confiscation and expropriation, interna- 
ment and re-education’”’, you can be sure he’s not 
referring to the Nazis. 

In fact he’s describing the Allied treatment of 
Germany after the war. 

However, even Irving is forced to admit that not 
all was joy and delight in the Third Reich. But 
Irving exonerates Hitler from all blame. 

Expresses occurred because Hitler was ‘in the 
thrall of his devious henchmen and cronies’’. In 
particular the persecution of the Jews occurred as a 
result of the ‘“‘clumsy and mindless brutality of 
Hitler’s underlings’. For instance, Irving tries to 
pin the pogroms of 1939 on Goebbels, claiming 
they were against Hitler’s wishes. 

It was always the influence of Goebbels which 
diverted Hitler from “‘statesmanlike and responsible 
policies’’. 

And so on, as Irving hammers home his view 
that the one fault with the Third Reich was that 
Hitler was too weak. If only he’d have had full 
control over his cronies, if only Goebbels hadn’t 
interfered ... 

The mystery is why serious academic historians 
have taken such obvious Nazi propaganda so 
seriously. 

Part of the reason might lie in their professional 
admiration for Irving. Over the years David Irving 
has consistently unearthed Nazi documentation 
which has eluded other historians. The most 
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notable example was Irving’s discovery of Hitler’s 
Table Talk. 

Irving’s latest book provides no exception; he 
has discovered the lost diaries of Nazi officials and 
generals. And he proudly parades his trophies. 

Those historians who are jealous of Irving’s 
successes should ponder how he is able to make his 
discoveries. As Irving himself says in his preface: 
“No former Hitler employee whom I approached 
declined to grant me an interview’’. 

And no wonder, if he can persuade them that 
they can still perform services to the glory of the 
Fuhrer. 

Moreover Irving has impeccable credentials: 
as a student at London University, he edited an 
openly racist and pro-Nazi edition of the magazine 
Carnival Times (see Searchlight 26). 

Since then Irving has maintained contacts with 
Nazi groups. 

This is illustrated in the latest edition of the 
German Nazi magazine Nation Europa, which was 
established by ex-Waffen SS man Arthur Ehrhardt 
after the war. Over the years Nation Europa has 
played a prominent part in co-ordinating the 
international activities of neo-Nazi parties. 

The August edition of Nation Europa is devoted 
to an account of the annual meeting of the Gessell- 
schaft fur Freie Publizistik, held in West Germany 
Many 26 to 28 earlier this year. 

The theme of the meeting was ‘Betrayal and 
resistance in the Third Reich’. The occasion 
provided the opportunity for Nazis, old and new, 
to lament the betrayals leading to the downfall of 
Hitler. 

Most of the speakers were Nazi old-timers. The 
main speakers included Rudolf Aschenauer, a 
lawyer who defended war criminals at the Nurem- 
berg trials and has continued to defend Nazis to 
this day; Otto Braun, who was a Nazi expert on 
Eastern and Asian affairs and who was interned 
by the Americans after the war; Heinrich Hartle, 
a dedicated anti-Semite, who became a leading 
member of the post-war Nazi groups the DRP and 
NDP; Werner Koeppen, who was Rosenberg’s 
Communication Officer at Hitler’s Head Quarters; 
Wilfred von Oven, who was Goebbels’ Press Officer. 

Needless to say, all these old Nazis have been 
active in neo-Nazi politics since the end of the war. 

The younger speakers included Peter Strassner, 
who is editor of Freiwilligen, the magazine for 
ex-SS officers; Gert Sudholt, who is the Chairman 
of Gesellschaft fur Freie Publizistik. Sudholt’s 
closing speech to the meeting lamented the damage 
done to “our Folk” since 1945 and attacked those 
who had surrendered German Lebensraum. 

The only non-German speaker at the meeting 
was David Irving. He talked, disparagingly of 
course, about the July 1944 plot against Hitler. 
He amplified his remarks in The War Path that the 
resistance movement in Germany was composed 
of ‘‘the weaker fry” (p.191): i.e. those who did not 
have the strength to stand by the Fuhrer in hard 
times. 
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Nation Europa has always been the mouthpiece 
for those Nazis who try to rehabilitate the memory 
of Hitler. It has always welcomed contributors who 
have wished to glorify the Third Reich. Past 
contributors have included Oswald Mosley, Adolf 
von Thadden, Maurice Bardéche — in fact most of 
the post-war Nazi elite. 

Moreover the leading figures behind Nation 
Europa have been influential members of the 
remaining Nazi old guard: men like Arthur Ehrhard 
and Per Engdahl. Since the war, this elite has 
managed to find considerable funds to assist ex- 
SS men in trouble. 

Those who admire David Irving for his patient 
and painstaking historical research might also note 
one further point. In the past thirteen years he has 
shown great dedication in conducting his expensive 
and time-consuming research independently. As far 
as can be seen, he has not had the benefit of 
university backing or grants.

THE FRONT ARE HAVING DIFFICULTY REPEATING THIS 


KIND OF SCENE 
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COUNCILS 

The District Labour Party in Luton passed a 
resolution calling for a complete ban on the use of 
council premises by the National Front. The DLP 
chairman, Mr John Gardner, said that if they 
controlled Luton council the NF would only be 
allowed to use council property at election times, 
when they were allowed to by law. 

Cambridge CC banned the NF from holding all 
except election meetings in the town’s public 
buildings. A similar recommendation to ban other 
political organisations like the SWP was defeated. 
But in Hammersmith, the Tory council banned the 
SWP as well as the NF from using the town hall. 
SWP secretary Bill Geddes said that this was an 
unjustified attack on the party as they had never 
been involved in any trouble, and he told them 
that they refused to accept the ban. 

Only two days after Ealing council reversed their 
decision to allow a Front meeting in the town hall, 
a fire severely damaged the buildings. The cause of 
the fire was not known, but damage was estimated 
to be worth thousands of pounds. 


TEACHERS 

Haringey teachers have launched a campaign against 
racialism and in favour of “harmonious multi- 
racial education” in schools. They plan to spend 
the summer holidays publicising the campaign and 
raising money. A statement signed by 300 local 
teachers was sent to chief education officer of 
Haringey asking him to support the campaign. 
They told him that the NF were “deliberately 
provoking racial tension in schools’’. 


TRADE UNIONS 

A motion calling for whole-hearted opposition to 
the National Front was agreed to unanimously by 
Hereford and District Trades Council. A delegate 
from the TGWU said that it was about time that 
there was local opposition since the NF were 
delivering racist leaflets to houses in Hereford. 
Delegates were told that on advice from the TUC, 
anyone using the unions as a platform for racism 
or fascism could be expelled under the rule for 
disruptive behaviour. 

As a result of this same advice from the TUC, 
Battersea and Wandsworth Trades Council have 
also banned NF members from the trades council. 
Press Officer Martin Upchurch said the decision 
had been taken because racism and fascism were 
“directly contrary to the spirit of trade unionism’’. 
In Aylesbury, members of both the TGWU and 
NUPE have told the council that they will not co- 
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operate if the NF is allowed to hold meetings on 
council property where they work. The District 
Council refused a request from NUPE to ban the 
NF and said that each application to hire public 
buildings would be treated “‘on its merits”’. 

The North Devon Association for Racial Equality 
have urged the district council to reverse their 
decision to allow the Front to meet in public 
buildings. In their letter to the council they said 
that if they were really going to use “democracy” 
as their criteria for making the decision, then the 
NF did not meet the requirements. 

The district branch of NUPE also wrote to the 
council saying that their stand against the Front 
was not denying them freedom of speech. They 
pointed out that the Race Relations Act made it 
illegal for people to try to spread racist views, and 
that, in banning them from council property, the 
council would be doing their “moral and statutory 
duty”’. 


NF LIBEL COUNCILLOR 


Tower Hamlets council leader, Coun. Beasley, won 
his libel case against the NF and they made a 
public apology to him in the local paper. 

In an election leaflet published by Frank Berry, 
former chairman of the local NF branch, Coun. 
Beasley was attacked as having jumped the council’s 
housing list. But Beasley has lived in the same 
house with his mother since he was a child, and has 
never even applied for a council house. 

Coun. Beasley said that he would use the money 
left over from paying legal costs to go towards 
“improving racial understanding within the com- 
munity”. He said that the best suggestion he’d 
heard was for a massive multi-racial party. ‘‘To give 
everyone in the community a good time at the 
expense of the National Front would be a fitting 
way to celebrate this victory”’ he said. 


BOMB THREAT TO ROCK FESTIVAL 
A man who agreed to allow his land to be used for 
a Rock Against Racism festival received a telephone 
threat that his property would be “‘bombed, burned 
and vandalised” unless he backed down. But Mr 
Leonard Rose said that he would not change his 
mind about allowing his land to be used. The event 
was planned by the Harwich A-NL and they hoped 
to attract about 10,000 people to the festival. 
Organisers of a RAR event in Ipswich had also 
been receiving telephone threats. In May earlier 
this year, a RAR event was completely disrupted 
by a bomb scare (Searchlight 37). 


FRONT’S “DISGUSTING METHODS” 
The NF were accused of bringing in outside people 
to a residents meeting in an attempt to exploit a 
local issue for their own political ends. Brent 
Federation of Tenants and Residents Associations 
issued a statement expressing “disgust at the 
method used by the NF” after a public meeting to 
discuss the council’s plans for a Hindu temple on 
the site of an old warehouse in the area. Local 
people were concerned about possible traffic 
problems that the development would bring. 
Ms Marianne Hood, the secretary of the Federation, 
said that the NF had brought in nationally known 
figures to the meeting. Mr Graham John, Brent NF 
organiser, said that he was there on invitation of 
one of the local Residents’ Association and he 
came to see what would happen. He denied that 
there were any outside members of the NF. 

Ms Hood said that they also wanted to know 
why Lady Birdwood was there, posing as a member 
of the non-existent London Residents’ Association. 


NATIONAL CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED 

A national campaign is being launched against 
immigration controls and deportations, and _ par- 
ticularly against the treatment of suspected illegal 
immigrants. 

In Leeds recently, the Asian Youth Movement 
organised a demonstration outside Armley jail, 
hoping that they would be heard by the alleged 
illegal immigrants being held there. 

Mr Tarlochan Gataura, one of the organisers, 
said that the immigration laws permitted black 
people suspected of being illegal immigrants to be 
picked up suddenly and detained for months 
without appearing in court and without the pos- 
sibility of bail. He said that in Armley these people 
were allowed only two half hour exercise periods a 
day and were given no work or recreation facilities. 
Even convicted prisoners received privileges which 
alleged illegal immigrants did not have. 

The demonstration was widely supported by 
members of local anti-racist, anti-fascist groups, 
Anti-Nazi League branches and others. 


SWANSEA BUS CREWS SEND FRONT PACKING 
When bus crews in Swansea took action as a result 
of late night attacks on drivers, they received 
offers of support from very unexpected and 
unwelcome quarters. In the name of solidarity with 
“brother” workers, the local branch of the NF 
announced that they were going to patrol the late 
buses for a month, to protect both drivers and 
passengers, and to “cleanse our public transport 
from violent vermin’’. 

Mr Rod Farr, the secretary of the branch said 
that the idea had come from one of their members 
who worked as a driver for South Wales Transport. 
He said that the patrol volunteers were all trade 


unionists who felt it to be their duty to go to the 
aid of brother trade unionists. 

But SWT workers, who belong to the Transport 
and General Workers Union, told them to keep off 
the buses, not only because it was likely to cause 
much more violence, but because they did not 
want “interference from this Nazi organisation’’. 
One union branch chairman said “None of my 
members belong to the Front. We will have nothing 
to do with this organisation”. The police in Swansea 
were not very happy with the idea. They said that 
they welcomed help from the public, but this did 
not mean that people should take the law into 
their own hands. 

Evidently the Front’s concern for the feelings 
of their brother trade unionists do not go very 
deep. After their offer of help had been publicly 
turned down, they said that their plan not only 
went on, but “‘proceeds with strengthened resolve”’. 


TOTTENHAM LP CALL FOR INQUIRY INTO 
POLICE ACTION 


Tottenham Labour Party have called for an inquiry 
into the way one of their members was treated by 
police during a demonstration. 

Sheila Peacock, secretary of Tottenham LP and 
agent for MP Norman Atkinson, was handing out 
anti-racist leaflets in the street with other Labour 
party and Anti Nazi League members when she was 
suddenly seized by the police. They paraded her 
across the road and back again in front of the NF, 
who had been standing there selling papers and 
shouting racist slogans, then she was taken to the 
police station and charged with obstruction. 

After her release she went to hospital with scalp 
injuries and abrasions. Norman Atkinson has 
protested to Merlyn Rees about the incident, and 
in a meeting of the Haringey Labour Movement 
CARF, the chairman of Tottenham LP said, ‘‘This 
incident calls into question the entire control of 
the police force. It is further evidence for the 
Metropolitan Police to be placed under public 
control’’. 

A demonstration protesting at police action was 
organised after this by the Anti Nazi League and 
the Labour Party.
